DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 



1 . Claims 1 -36 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-27, respectively of U.S. Patent 
No. 7,024,200. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because claims 1-27 of the U.S. Patent No. 
7,024,200 encompass claims 1-36 of the present application. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 7/30/04 has been 
considered by the examiner and made of record in the application file. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-36 are allowed. 

As to claims 1 and 19, Sheffer et al (US 5,844,522) teaches mobile telephone 
location system and method. Yun et al (US 6,047,1 89) teaches adaptive method for 
channel assignment in a cellular communication system. Walton et al (US 6,493,331) 
teaches method and adaptive for controlling transmissions of a communication system. 
Stosz et al (US 6,408,179) teaches group radio communication system shared bi- 
directional communication channel. Hamada (US 6,934,527) teaches wireless 
communication system capable of changing dynamically charge rate and wireless 
communication unit usable therewith. Porter et al (US 6,977,912) teaches control 
signaling and dynamic channel allocation in a wireless network. The teaching of above 
prior arts either alone or in combination fails to teach further comprising routing data, 
constituting said communique, from a selected program source to said cell for 
concurrent transmission to wireless subscriber devices of subscribers who are 
authorized to receive said communique and who are served by said cell, said 
transmission to said plurality of wireless subscriber devices being effected concurrently 
to more than one of said plurality of wireless subscriber devices via a one of said 
plurality of wireless communication channels. 

Dependent claims 2-18, 20-36 are allowable for the same reason.
